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Rochester Girl Forging a Future in Welding

It might be February vacation for Tri-Town kids, 
but the learning doesn't stop when you visit the Plumb 
Library in Rochester this week. 

On Tuesday, February 19, Rochester resident 
and Junior Friend of the Plumb Library Emma Makuch 
impressed a sizable group of youngsters as she shared her 
knowledge about metal and welding skills as part of the 
library's roster of February vacation week programs. 

Makuch, 14, is a freshman at Old Colony and 
loves how the Welding and Metal Fab shop is preparing 
her for her future as a welder and, possibly, in the military. 
She stands at barely 5 feet tall, but she is determined and 
she is fierce. 

"I've been welding for a good amount of time," 
she said. The skills she is learning now will help her 
expand her opportunities in the military, she said. "I've 
always liked hands-on work and welding is very hands- 
on work." Growing up she's watched loads of videos on 
welding "and I just really got into it." 

With her big heavy gloves, welding helmet 
covered in "badass" stickers, and her steel-toed boots, 
Makuch looked pretty impressive and ready to melt and 
bend and shape some serious metal, which she did in a 
video she prepared and let the kids watch on her smart 
phone. 

"Hey, that's you!" one little girl shouted out. 
"Wow!" said a couple others. "I see fire!" another young 
girl called out. 

Makuch's brother Cameron lent a hand holding 
up some handmade poster boards detailing different 
types of welding, such as "mig" welding, "tig," and open 
flame welding. 

"You can do a lot of things with welding. It all 
depends on what you want to do," said Makuch. And that

Harding who battled acute 
lymphatic leukemia most of 
her young life.

Fellow classmate, Zachary Gagne, shared how he 
loved everything about Chloe and the fun times they had 
together - a sentiment that was evident on Facebook that 
Monday as fellow townspeople posted photos of a strong 
and amazing little girl who touched everyone's heart and 
soul. 

When Hayden Perry, a second grader at RMS, 
learned that Chloe lost her battle with cancer, he took 
advantage of the snowfall covering his front yard and 
asked his mother for help in delivering a special message, 
one he was sure Chloe would see.

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Local Wildlife in Late Winter

Looking across Little Bay from my back porch 
window, the icy grip of winter seems to be breaking up 
after each rising sun and with the ebb and flow of daily 
tidal movement. The panorama overhead also comes to 
life on warming winds and whistling wings of waterfowl 
unfolding to drop into edges of liberated open waters. 
However, as a relatively new resident of Buzzards Bay, 
my weather expectations have proved to be consistently 
wrong. 

I moved here after some twenty years of 
consistently similar 
winters past in 
high Appalachian 
elevations of 
the Berkshire 
Mountains 
of Western 
Massachusetts. 

Some years a 
blanket of snow 
covered the 
ground before 
winter even began 
until too long 
after it was over. 

Hibernation for 
cold- and warm¬ 
blooded creatures 
was always a 
survival command 
performance. And snow was still around for telltale 
tracks when they decided to come out and about. (My 
illustration is of a flock of Wild Turkeys going to roost for 
the night in a late February blizzard to take shelter in the 
upper branches of a tall white pine with the light of the 
full moon called the Snow Moon by the Algonquin.) 

For the white-tailed deer also, the ground food 
was consistently covered, so they would gather for the 
winter under a canopy of thick conifer cover of cleared 
ground. This was known as a winter deer pen. After a

long period of near-starvation, a doe could burn up most 
of her body fat, including the embryo of her unborn fawn. 
But if the winter is short and mild, a doe can often give 
birth to two and sometimes three fawns. 

My monthly wildlife column and drawing for a 
local Berkshire paper for some twenty years was inspired 
by wildlife adapting to seasonal location. Some of them 
raised eyebrows of disbelief, such as documenting and 
illustrating mountain lion sightings passing through, 
almost unseen, coming down from the high ridges to 
visit the deer pens. Mountain lions in that area had been 
classified as extinct by state and federal authorities. It was 
almost believable, until my wife, Jan, saw one along the 
road a mile from our house. 

After the first spring week of thawing 
temperature, a local mother bear would awaken from 
under a brush pile of a nearby swamp and make her 
usual spring neighborhood rounds. She would break 
down every bird feeder to feed two or three cubs making 
their first public outing. One day a cow moose casually 
strolled through the center of the small town, showing 
off a newborn calf, while they both grazed on the cleared 
athletic field behind Town Hall. 

Meanwhile, back in our South Shore coastal 
environment, you may have read in the Old Farmer's 
Almanac that if winter came in like a lamb, it could go 
out like a lion. This may be unpleasantly inconvenient 
for all of us, but critical for the habitat, sustenance, and 
reproduction of wildlife in late winter. I will share this 
progression toward spring with you in The Wanderer in 
these following weeks.

Jonathan Gulliver to sign and award the contract to 
construct the next phase of the Mattapoisett Bike Path. 

The project will add 1.28 miles to the existing 
Fairhaven-Mattapoisett bike path, proceeding eastward 
from Neck Road, over the river, along the marsh and 
public beachfront property near the Mattapoisett YMCA, 
and to the village at Depot Street. According to Straus, 
a "notice to proceed" will be issued next month, which 
will allow construction equipment and supplies to be 
mobilized. 

"This milestone could not have been reached 
without the thousands of volunteer hours of many 
residents in town over the last twenty-five years," Straus 
stated. "I have been happy to have helped this along in

every way possible, including the funding for this phase." 

Straus also congratulated Governor Baker and Lt. 
Governor Karen Polito for their support for the project. 

"I look forward to joining the public in making 
use of this new park area which will soon become 
available," Straus stated. 

It all began in 1996 when Mattapoisett created 
a Bike Path Committee to explore the idea of bringing a 
recreational pathway through Mattapoisett. 

"We never gave up," said Steve Kelleher, 
chairman of the Mattapoisett Bike Path Committee. "I 
almost got fired, but I never gave up." He shared that 
at one point former members of the Board of Selectmen 
considered dissolving the committee, yet the committee 
members persisted. 

The coming years would find the committee 
and its supporters able to cobble together sufficient 
taxpayer monies through Town Meeting consensus for 
the required engineering studies and preliminary designs 
that preceded grant applications to MassDOT for the 
construction of Phase 1. Phase 1 joined with Fairhaven's 
bike path at Brandt Island Road through backyard 
easements and an old railroad easement to Mattapoisett 
Neck Road. There it ended. The committee, along with the 
Friends of the Mattapoisett Bike Path, continued to peddle 
through the massive bureaucracy and red tape associated 
with state and federal grant applications, as well as 
working with numerous abutters. 

And while the residents attending town meetings 
over these 23 years have continued to support the 
bike path with funds required by those grants, it has 
been a bumpy road. However, with the current state 
administration's fiscal support of recreational spaces in 
the Commonwealth, Mattapoisett and other communities 
will see their bike paths funded, although not completely. 

The endgame for the Friends of the Mattapoisett 
Bike Path and the local Bike Path Committee is to find the 
means to connect Mattapoisett (and Fairhaven) to Marion 
and increase the southeast's network of shared-use trails. 
For now, Kelleher is just pleased to see PhaselB secure. 

"It's going to be spectacular," said Kelleher, 
adding that this new short span will be both challenging

and exciting, with a boardwalk nearly half a mile long 
and 14 feet wide. The wetlands, however, that PhaselB 
must cross are massive. Creative engineering by Foth-CLE 
Engineering Group helped make conservation oversight 
possible. 

"I'm thrilled," said Bonne DaSousa, a longtime 
hard-driving advocate for the bike path and the much 
larger project, the South Coast Bikeway. She shared with 
The Wanderer that, although she anticipated the MassDOT 
contract signing, she had not received confirmation that it 
had taken place. When it was confirmed, her voice nearly 
rang like a bell. 

DaSousa's work throughout the Phase IB 
engineering and funding stages cannot be overstated.

Every step of the way she has strived to aid residents 
and supporters in understanding all the myriad steps 
necessary before state funds could possibly be acquired. 
Even then it was never a sure thing. Yet nothing ventured, 
nothing gained seems to be her theme song. 

Now with Phase IB about to break ground in the 
spring, DeSousa redoubles her focus on Phase 2. 

In an email to The Wanderer , DaSousa reported 
that Mattapoisett has applied for a $300,000 grant for the 
construction of a small half-mile segment of bike path 
starting at Industrial Drive and connecting to the Marion 
Pathway. While Phase IB was a complicated project to 
engineer. Phase 2 will have just as many challenges, 
namely the crossing of Route 6 and North Street.

DeSousa also stated that grants for the 
Massachusetts Department of Conservation and 
Recreation would be sought to fund part of Phase 2. Once 
again. Town Meeting will need to support preliminary 
engineering up to 20 percent of the total estimate project. 

"It's complicated," DeSousa conceded during 
a phone interview. She said that Phase 2 will also be 
part of a larger project that plans to improve Industrial 
Drive from North Street to nearly the Marion town line. 
Conceptual ideas include a bike lane running alongside 
the travel lanes of a new Industrial Drive roadway and 
ending at the entrance of the final quarter-mile piece that 
will be exclusively for non-motorized travel. 

"A bike-able connection to Marion is part of the 
whole Industrial Drive upgrade project," said DeSousa. 

The Industrial Drive project will include the 
Highway and Water and Sewer Departments as the Town 
attempts to expand business opportunities within the 
Limited Industrial Zone. A variety of grant sources are 
being studied, DeSousa said. 

But those are plans and dreams for another day 
For now, Mattapoisett can look forward to a shared-use 
pathway through a wetlands system that promises to be 
grand and accessible to all. 

Judge Dismisses One Count Each for Two 
Defendants in Pickles Fraud Case

A Brockton Plymouth County Superior Court 
judge has dismissed one of the seven counts against 
former Carver Health Agent Robert Tinkham, Jr. and one 
of those same seven counts against Diane Bondi-Pickles 
in the civil case against the two defendants plus current 
Marion Town Clerk Ray Pickles alleging the theft of 
$838,458.22. 

Justice Robert Cosgrove has issued a decision on 
the two defendants' motions for dismissal in the Carver, 
Marion, Wareham Regional Refuse Disposal District 
(CMWRRDD) versus Ray Pickles et al. lawsuit, saying 
in his February 7, 2019 memorandum of decision that he 
has partially allowed and partially denied the requests 
for dismissal submitted by Tinkham and Bondi-Pickles,

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two alleged accomplices who, along with Pickles, the 
former executive director of the regional trash district, are 
accused of defrauding the CMWRRDD of public funds 
between 2012-2018. 

Bondi-Pickles is the wife of the former executive 
director whom the CMWRRDD's board fired on January 
20, 2018. 

Tinkham and Bondi-Pickles both argued that the 
complaint should be dismissed because the CMWRRDD 
failed to join a necessary party - SEMASS. SEMASS, who 
oversees the CMW's Rochester transfer station and also 
reimburses the district 100 percent for transfer station 
costs and 75 percent of full-time employee salaries, should 
have been named as a defendant as a necessary party to 
the alleged fraud and other claims, Tinkham and Bondi- 
Pickles argued, if the payments made to the defendants 
were improper. Justice Cosgrove, however, disagreed. 

"Tinkham and Bondi-Pickles had no contact with 
SEMASS and did not make any false representations to 
SEMASS in order to procure those payments," Cosgrove 
wrote. "Rather, after relying on [the defendants'] 
representations, [the CMWRRDD] made representations 
of its operating costs to SEMASS, for which SEMASS 
reimbursed [the CMWRRDD]." He continued, "... 
SEMASS would not have a cause of action for fraud 
against the defendants individually..." 

Cosgrove reduced Count 1, Conversion and Civil 
Theft, to solely a conversion claim for both defendants 
because "a civil action for theft does not exist in 
Massachusetts," Cosgrove explained. 

Count 2, Breach of Fiduciary Duty, was dismissed 
only for Bondi-Pickles because she did not have a 
relationship with the district outside of the contract 
between Bondi-Pickles and Moss Hollow, the now defunct 
corporation under which Pickles was paid as executive 
director beginning in 2001, and of which Bondi-Pickles 
was listed as the president. Tinkham, however, did have a 
fiduciary duty as the former member and chairman of the 
board of the CMWRRDD. 

Cosgrove found that Tinkham, as chairman of the 
board that entered into an agreement with Moss Hollow 
"that allowed Pickles to have signatory authority over the

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District's accounts ... [and] to make payments to himself 
that were not supported by any documentation," did have 
a fiduciary duty to the CMWRRDD. 

Count 6, Violations of G.L. c. 30B (Uniform 
Procurement Act) was dismissed for Tinkham because 
there is no private cause of action pursuant to that claim, 
Cosgrove states. 

The other counts of Fraud, Money Had and 
Received, Civil Conspiracy, and Violations of G.L. c. 93A 
(deceptive acts relative to a business relationship) remain 
for both Tinkham and Bondi-Pickles. 

According to the complaint that was amended 
August 31, 2018, the district became aware of suspicious 
financial dealings after each of the district's three towns 
received assessments for disposal fees at the transfer 
stations after not having received assessments for the 
prior five years. Carver's was for $59,000, Marion's for 
$25,000, and Wareham's was $89,000. 

The district accused Pickles of withdrawing 
more than $294,548 of district funds for personal use, in 
addition to payments made to Pickles for his employment 
services, including $113,321 in unauthorized checks, 
$150,000 in cash withdrawals between 2016-2018, 
and $31,227 in mileage between 2012-2017, with no 
documentation to support the payments. The district also 
accused Pickles of fueling his private boat to the tune of 
$13,793 at the expense of the district. 

Between July 1, 2012, and January 2018, Pickles 


allegedly authorized $281,909 in district funds to Moss 
Hollow in addition to payments made to Pickles as 
executive director. 

Tinkham, between 1995 and 2018, received 
$85,990 in alleged unauthorized payments pertaining to 
a series of handwritten invoices for "landfill inspections, 
for which there is no proof of services rendered. Tinkham 
was also paid another $88,100 in payments labeled 
under "grant/recycling service" for which there is no 
documentation and for which Tinkham and the district 
had no contract for work. Between 2007-2012, Tinkham 
also received $45,103.82 from the district's escrow 
account, and $41,600 from the district's "recycling" 
account, totaling $86,703.82 in 82 payments with no 
supporting purchase orders, bills, receipts, or other 
documentation. 

As the executive director of the district. Pickles 
was the authorized signatory on the district's various 
bank accounts and maintained control, oversight, and 
authority over all district funds. 

In his July 23, 2018 response to the complaint. 
Pickles, age 84, blamed his age and a lack of board 
oversight for discrepancies in financial records, stating in 
his response, "In recent years, due to my age and limited 
professional support, my record keeping has not been 
what it was during my time as Town Manager in Marion 
and during my early years with the CMWRRDD.... I 
may not have followed all of the technical procedures 
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for approving contracts ... but, I kept the District 
Committee informed of all business matters involving the 
CMWRRDD and I consistently provided valuable services 
to CMWRRDD. I do not believe that I have received any 
money that was not approved by the ... Committee for 
services provided." 

The lawsuit is slated for a trial by jury in 2021. 

Board Gets Tough on Town's Engineers 

Marion Board of Selectmen

The Marion Board of Selectmen on February 19 
signed a letter ordering its contracted engineering firm 
to suspend its ongoing work for the Town after a recent 
miscalculation of the cost estimate for the wastewater 
treatment plant upgrades project. 

CDM Smith had estimated that the wastewater 
facility project, which includes the lining of one of the 
lagoons, would cost the Town about $2.5 million, but 
when bids on the project closed last month, the lowest bid 
offered was for $4.7 million. 

The board was stunned by the discrepancy and, 
in the letter, described the serious consequences the Town 
now faces because of such a significant shortfall in funds 
to complete the project by the EPA's deadline of December 
1, 2019. 

"A missed estimate of this magnitude will 
cause serious issues as we try to secure additional 
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debt authorization from ratepayers," the letter reads. 

"In addition, securing this additional debt will almost 
certainly result in the need for the Town to request... 
additional time to complete the lagoon lining as we now 
will be unable to meet the mandated completion date. ... 
[T]his complication will severely impact, and likely delay, 
our ongoing negotiations with state regulators." 

The selectmen ordered CDM Smith to 
immediately suspend its current work on "I&I" (inflow 
and infiltration related to wastewater) and the Town's 
Pavement Management Plan. 

"The Town intends to explore other avenues to 
complete these tasks," the letter reads. 

Selectmen also want CDM Smith to update 
its cost estimates for all of its other ongoing projects 
for which it has a contract with the Town, and include 
detailed explanations of how those costs were reached. 
They also want a full cost breakdown of estimates the 
engineering firm provided for the Spring Street Phase 4 
project (estimated at $432,000), and the so-called "dust- 
off" of the costs estimates for Phase IB (estimated at 
$25,000). 

Furthermore, the selectmen want CDM Smith to 
provide them with written, detailed accounts of how such 
an error could have occurred in its cost estimate. 

The board believes that [these] actions are 
reasonable, measured and appropriate to the unfortunate 
position the Town now finds itself in," reads the letter. 

Town Administrator Paul Dawson said it is 
also possible that the Town will revisit its contract 
language with CDM Smith as it pertains to providing cost 
estimates, but discussion is ongoing. 

"This is a reasonable measure and an appropriate 
response to the position that we find ourselves in at this 
point," Dawson said. 

In other matters, the selectmen are leaning 
towards attempting to fund one last major repair on the 
old trash collector truck that has repeatedly failed over 
the past year, leaving the Town at a loss of what to do 
in order to make it to Town Meeting without financial 
appropriation for either an outsourced contract or a new 
truck. 
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"Without the truck, we have no options," said 
Selectman John Waterman. 

"Without it, we're really hurting," said Interim 
DPW Superintendent Jon Henry 

However, the board will not hold a Special Town 
Meeting to appropriate funds for any other option, so 
the selectmen are hopeful that they could get Finance 
Committee approval to use the remaining Reserve Fund 
balance to pay the $52,000 in repairs. 

According to Finance Director Judy Mooney, there 
should be about $81,000 remaining in the Reserve Fund. 

"We're really in a precarious situation here 
because the truck that we are using goes out with the 
Saint Christopher medal," said Henry. 

The board will discuss the matter with the 
Finance Committee during a joint meeting on March 6. 
Waterman suggested inviting Henry to speak as well, 
while Dawson suggested inviting everyone, including the 
National Guard. 

Henry has been tasked with getting an "ironclad 
estimate" from the mechanic, but was not authorized to 
allow repairs to begin without funding secured first. 

Also during the meeting, the board discussed 
a proposed balanced budget for fiscal year 2020 with 
Mooney and Dawson, reviewing the highlights, increases 
and decreases, and new line items. Dawson called it a 
"sensible operating budget," and asked the board for its 
"blessing" to pass it over to the Finance Committee for

consideration. With the preliminary budgets from ORR 
and Sippican School included, the draft FY20 budget 
totals $23,768,210. 

The board also approved sending letters about 
televising meetings to the Zoning Board of Appeals 
and the Marion Open Space Acquisition Commission 
as an effort to "try to improve the transparency and the 
availability of the activities of these rather important 
committees," as Dawson put it. 

"This is in no way critical of their past practice," 
said Waterman. "The more open we can be with the 
public about what's happening in the community, the 
better." 

In other matters, the board approved a plan to 
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replace the four electric vehicles. The Town will buy two 
2019 Nissan Leafs - one for the Recreation Department 
and one for the Department of Public Works, and will 
lease two Mitsubishi Outbacks - one for the building 
commissioner and one for the Council on Aging. The total 
is estimated at $45,000, under the $55,000 Town Meeting 
approved. 

The candidate the board chose as the next 
treasurer/collector, Susan Laak, has declined to take the 
job after several attempts at contract negotiations, so the 
position has now been offered to the second runner up, 
Katherine Milligan. 

"I feel good about that we'll be able to get a deal 
done," said Dawson. 

The next regular meeting of the Marion Board 
of Selectmen is scheduled for March 5 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Town House. 

'No Excuse/ Says Store Owner 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

As per the Town's policy, the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen on February 19 ordered Daniel Costa, owner of 
Lloyd's Market, to close off the section of the store where 
alcohol products are displayed for one business day after 
a store employee was found in violation of the alcohol 
regulations. 

Early in January, Lloyd's Market was cited for

selling alcohol to a customer under the age of 21 during 
the Police Department's undercover sting operation 
visiting the few establishments in Rochester authorized to 
sell alcohol. 

Rochester Police Chief Robert Small told the 
selectmen on February 19 that a first offense should result 
in a one-day loss of a liquor license to be carried out on a 
weekday between Monday through Thursday. This would 
be the case for Lloyd's as a first-time offender since the 
business changed hands to Costa. 

Costa apologized to the board, saying, "I take full 
responsibility. I take it very seriously." 

Costa said one of the first things he did as the 
new owner of Lloyd's was to implement strict tobacco 
and alcohol policies and drill them into each of his 
employees. The register, he said, requires the employee 
to verify the age of every customer purchasing alcohol 
before the sale can be completed. 

"The person that's in question that sold to a 
minor, I had just hired her," said Costa. He added that 
he did have her signature on the policy that Costa had 
introduced to her upon hiring her. Despite that, though, 
the employee violated the policy. 

"She was terminated that day," Costa said. 

"That's how serious I take it. It should never happen. It 
just can't happen is how I explain it to my employees." 

He said he is "constantly reminding" his staff, 
"Make sure you're carding. 

"In this case, she just didn't," Costa said. "No 
excuse. ... Whatever the [board's] decision is. I'll stand by 
it, that's fine." 

Selectman Brad Morse suggested, instead of 
allowing Costa to choose a day that he would prefer to 
close off alcohol sales, that the board pick a date for Costa, 
a date that must be within 30 days of the public hearing. 
Morse selected Tuesday, March 5, which Costa approved. 

"Sorry," Selectman Paul Ciaburri said to Costa. 
"You know, we made these policies and if we don't 
enforce them - sorry it happened and all that, but we 
kind of - now we've got it written that we have to enforce 
them." 

As the public hearing was closed and Costa left, 
Morse said to Costa, "Be diligent," giving Costa a thumbs- 
up. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for March 4 at 6:00 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 

New Front Street Restaurant Talks Continue 

Marion Planning Board

Discussion over the proposed Mary Celeste Bar/ 
Restaurant planned for the former Book Stall at 151 Front 
Street continued during the public hearing with the 
Marion Planning Board on February 19, and will keep 
continuing, at least until the board's next meeting. 
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The meeting had to be kept short due to time 
constraints for multiple meetings being held at the 
Town House that night, so not all parties who were in 
attendance that night had the chance to speak. 

Planning Board Chairman Will Saltonstall said 
the proposal had generated "quite a bit of interest" from 
the public, with almost 20 new items of correspondence 
having been received since the prior meeting. 

The public hearing that was continued from 
February 4 had Mike Achilles back before the Planning 
Board as the hopeful proprietor of a new bar/restaurant 
he says he considers "a conversation place" above all else. 

"To the people of Marion," Achilles began, "I'm 
embarrassed and [I would] like to apologize..." He said 


the intent was to bring the community of Marion together, 
not divide it. 

Achilles said he meets the state's and the town's 
definition of a restaurant, and his capacity would max at 

49 occupants. 

"It's not a lot of people," Achilles said, pointing to 
those who were in the room that night which was around 

50 people. "It's being built as a conversation place, like a 
Starbucks for adults." 

The crux of the matter during the prior meeting 
was parking, and Achilles had requested a Special Permit 
for a reduction in the parking requirement in addition 
to his Special Permit request for a change of use for the 
building. And, according to town counsel, the board is 
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authorized to reduce those parking requirements. 

Achilles brought with him a signed statement in 
writing confirming the "gentleman 7 s agreement" he has 
with his abutting business, Hiller Fuels, to allow patrons 
of the Mary Celeste to use Hiller's driveway to access five 
parking spaces of its own and five belonging to Hiller. The 
bylaw would require Achilles to provide 18 spaces, and 
he is asking the board to allow those remining eight to be 
off-street, including use of the public parking by Island 
Wharf. 

"We do have the power to grant him the eight 
spots," said board member Andrew Daniel reviewing the 
letter from town counsel. He also said the letter confirms 
that Island Wharf public parking could also be used. "It 
just seems like parking isn't really a concern now." 

Board member Eileen Marum said she took issue 
with that statement, saying, "Parking will be a problem 
because the lot next to the General Store will not be 
available, so that means the cars will be on the street." 

She said other nearby establishments, such as the Beverly 
Yacht Club, also rely on off-street parking, and so do the 
tenants who rent apartments above Handy's Tavern. 

"I still contend that the Town should not 
be subsidizing a business with town parking down 
the street," Marum said. She continued, "The other 
issue is noise, and I know the Inn on Shipyard Park 
in Mattapoisett still has an ongoing issue with noise 
and disruption to the neighbors, so that is just another 
issue that I would like to bring up and for everyone to 
consider." 

Achilles told Marum that one of the renters above 
Handy's Tavern told him "she can't wait for us to open." 

For board member Chris Collings, as far as 
village businesses are concerned, "Everybody's had to 
bend the rules somehow." Otherwise, no one would have 
a business because there would be nowhere to park. 
"Parking is an issue, but it's a solvable one, its fixable," 
said Collings. 

"Parking in the village center ... has always been 
a problem and probably always will be a problem," said 
board member Norm Hills. "As far as the difference 
between parking on the street and parking on Island 
Wharf, there's no difference. It's public parking and 
anyone can use it." 

The board discussed the possibility of clarifying 
the bylaw on parking, suggesting that anyone could 
bring it to the next Town Meeting warrant with the right 
number of signatures. 

The hearing was continued until the next 
meeting. 

Also during the meeting, the board approved a 
Special Permit for a pier at 51 Holly Road, represented by 
David Davignon of N. Douglas Schneider & Associates. 
The Conservation Commission had already approved 
the project, and the Division of Marine Fisheries had no 
issues with the pier, Marum pointed out for the record. 
Daniel said he wished he had something formal from the 
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harbormaster with his approval of the pier, but no one 
argued that he would have contacted the board if he had 
any problems with the plan. Chairman Will Saltonstall 
underscored the board's narrow focus on the project, 
which pertained mainly to the undersized lot, saying 
residents concerned more with the technical aspects of the 
project should refer to the Department of Environmental 
Protection or other related agencies. 

Another Special Permit for a pier at 95 Holly 
Road, also represented by Davignon, was approved. The 
Conservation Commission had already approved the pier, 
and the harbormaster did not have any issues with this 
project, either. Marum again pointed out that there were 
no issues with the Division of Marine Fisheries.

ENFORCEMENT! 

Rochester Conservation Commission

The Rochester Conservation Commission issued 
an Enforcement Order to Jose Araujo, 15 Elizabeth Drive, 
for unpermitted and unauthorized tree cutting within a 
25-foot no disturb zone and a 100-foot buffer zone of the 
wetlands bank at the site of the former Boy Scout Camp 
adjacent to Leonard Pond. The commission on February 
19 was in no mood to compromise. 

Representing Araujo was engineer Rick Charon 
and wetlands scientist Robert Gray. Before Charon could 
begin his presentation on behalf of Araujo, Commission 
Chairman Mike Conway asked, "Can you get a letter that 
confirms you represent Mr. Araujo?" 

Conway would ask the same question of several 
other engineers during the meeting, a formality he said he 
intends to institute moving forward. 

Charon then presented preliminary engineered 
drawings of the massive site and began to discuss a 
restoration plan. But those efforts were truncated when 
commissioner Daniel Gagne wondered aloud if Charon 
was going to talk about the Enforcement Order. 

The Enforcement Order provided dates for the 
completion of wetlands replication planning and other 
restorative measures such as erosion controls, all of which 
Charon acknowledged had passed without submitting 
anything to the Conservation Office. 

Charon said he had meet with Conservation 
Agent Laurell Farinon over the weekend, at which time 
various measures were discussed. But failing to meet the 
deadlines, as far as the commissioners were concerned, 
tantamounted to ignoring the order on the part of the 
property owner. 

Charon and Gray tried several times to ask the 
commission's assistance in understanding what exactly 
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they wanted in the restoration plan. Conway met those 
requests with, "Talk to the agent." 

Frustration mounted between Araujo's 
representatives and Conway and Gagne, but Charon 
and Gray were able to garner some direction for the 
proposed plantings and site plan drawings needed by the 
commission. 

Regarding the issue of fines, Farinon said that 
town counsel had indicated that the commission could 
not impose fines without a court order, but that they could 
issue a ticket for each day the enforcement order had been 
violated to the tune of $300 per day. The commissioners 
moved to impose the tickets dating back to January 25. No 
further action was taken during the meeting. 
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Another Enforcement Order was discussed late in 
the meeting when Farinon asked the commission to ratify 
one issued to Liam Delowery, South Coast Creations, 68 
Bowen Lane. She said that the former farm was now the 
site for Delowery 7 s business and that heavy vehicles had 
disturbed jurisdictional areas, while a large pile of manure 
was leaching into wetlands. The Delowery Enforcement 
Order requires him to file a Notice of Intent, a restoration 
plan, and a topological survey by April 1. 

Also coming before the commission for review 
of unpermitted activities was Richard Tabaczynski, 
representing Mathew Demanche, for property located at 
4 Sparrow Lane. Tabaczynski pointed out that although 
there had been deviation to an Order of Conditions 
previously granted, Demanche 7 s request for a Certificate 
of Conformance was in order. Conway did not agree. 

Conway questioned how Tabaczyski's 
characterization of 77 substantial compliance 77 could have 
been achieved when the property had a 900 square-foot 
basketball court and a play area with swing set, which 
was not part of the original plan of record. 

Conway said that clearing and lawn 
encroachment came within 18 feet in some locations of 
protected areas. Tabaczynski said that while that was true, 
other permitted features such as an in-ground swimming 
pool had not been constructed. 

Demanche said that no trees had been cleared 
from the property in the 20 years he owned the property, 
but that he wished to work with the commission to 
resolve problems. 

It was determined that Demanche would file a 
Request for Determination of Applicability, and that the 
offending play area and swing set would be removed. He 
will return to the commission on April 16 to discuss the 
new application. 

Earlier in the evening. Bob Rogers of G.A.F. 
Engineering represented Schoen and Bonnie Morrison, 

15 Cranberry Highway, with a Notice of Intent that has 
seen several continuances. Rogers attempted to convince 
the commission that his stormwater calculations were 
on point and therefore the need for another peer review 
consultant was an unnecessary expense to his clients. 
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Gagne had submitted a letter listing several 
inconsistencies he believed put Rogers' stormwater 
calculations and stormwater management plans in 
question. Time and again, Gagne pushed that if he found 
problems with Rogers' work, a peer review consultant 
might find even more oversights. He lobbied for a 
separate peer review consultant, even though Ken Motta 
of Field Engineering was the peer review consultant for 
the Planning Board and had reviewed Rogers' documents. 

Rogers explained that his design included one- 
third less impervious area then the location's original 
1997 plan of record when it was strictly office spaces. 

The Morrisons wish to buy the property in question from 
Decas Real Estate Trust for renovation into a daycare 
center. 

Gagne held fast that, without another engineer's 
peer review, something might get overlooked and that 
Motta wasn't working exclusively for the commission, but 
for the Planning Board. He motioned for the hiring of a 
peer review consultant for the project. It was seconded by 
Conway, but failed to achieve a majority. The hearing was 
continued until March 5. 

Also continued: a Request for Certificate 
of Compliance, 15 Cranberry Highway, Decas Real 
Estate Trust; an Abbreviated Notice of Resource Area 
Delineation filed by Steve Long, Borrego Solar Systems, 

75 Vaughan Hill Road; Notice of Intent filed by T-Mobile, 
98 Bowen Lane; and a Notice of Intent filed by Sofia 
Darras, 565 Rounseville Road. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for March 5 at 7:00 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 

Town Considers Land Swap with Boatyard 

Marion Conservation Commission

The Marion Conservation Commission on 
February 13 tackled the long-standing issue of the Town- 
owned land at Boatyard Park that has been encroached 
upon by the adjacent boatyard for over 25 years. 

The Town purchased the land in 1996 from the 
Trust for Public Land during the development of The 
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Cove. 

At a previous meeting, the commission had 
informed the current owners of the boatyard, A&J Boat 
Corp, that they would be interested in a land swap to 
resolve the issue. The boatyard owners, Shawn and 
Richard Patten, were represented on February 13 by 
Attorney John Mathieu, who proposed the swap of a 
4-acre parcel of wooded land off Rezendes Terrace in 
exchange for the approximately .40-acre land adjacent to 
the boatyard. 

The Pattens currently have a Purchase and Sale 
agreement on the Rezendes Terrace parcel. 

Mathieu described a portion of the lot as wooded 
swamp, suggesting that this makes it a valuable lot for 
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protection. He also suggested the parcel may possibly be a 
buildable lot, and abuts a number of residential properties 
on Rezendes Terrace and Point Road. The boatyard, 
Mathieu pointed out, would pay taxes on the boatyard 
parcel once they acquired it. 

Conservation Commission Chairman Jeff 
Doubrava inquired about the access to the parcel, which 
does not abut Rezendes Terrace. Mathieu reported that 
there is a 40-foot "paper street" across, which the Town 
would have a right of way to access the parcel. 

Doubrava then turned his questions to the 
boatyard parcel, wondering how the process would play 
out if the commission decided to move forward with the 
swap. Mathieu informed the commission, based on his 
title work, that he believed the small parcel was a separate 
lot, 41A, as shown on the plan of land that accompanied 
the original conveyance in 1996. Therefore, Mathieu said, 
the parcel would not need to be subdivided from the rest 
of the Town's land included in the original purchase. 

Doubrava outlined the procedure the Town 
must follow in order to convey the Town-owned parcel. 
The two parcels would need to be appraised for market 
value to determine that they are comparable in value. The 
conservation value of the two parcels would also need 
to be assessed. The Board of Selectmen would need to 
agree to place the parcel on the Town Meeting warrant for 
Town Meeting to adopt with a 2/3 majority. The parcel 
is considered conservation land under state Article 97, so 
there would need to be a 2/3 vote by the state legislature 
to release it from conservation use. 

Doubrava lamented that, while there were other 
parcels he would prefer to be protecting in the land swap, 
such as Ram Island, he believed this was a fair swap. 

Member Cynthia Callow reminded the 
commission that it is in the best interest of conservation to 
protect tracts of contiguous land, which this parcel has the 
potential of being with abutting parcels of open space. 

Member Kristen Saint-Don Campbell voiced her 
concerns about the timing of the decision, asking, "How 
do we make a decision without an appraisal?" 

Patten has an appointment to appear before the 
Board of Selectmen at a future meeting to get the article 
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on the warrant. 

Doubrava suggested that the commission move 
ahead with its approval contingent on the results of the 
appraisals. 

"If the appraisals come back insufficient," said 
Mathieu, "[the commission] can say you don't support it 
at Annual Town Meeting." 

The commission voted to approve the land 
swap pending favorable market and conservation value 
appraisals. Doubrava added that the Article 97 issue could 
be pursued in parallel with the Town process. 

Also during the meeting, the commission 
acknowledged the resignation of ConCom's longest- 
serving member, Joel Hartley. In his letter of resignation to 
the town clerk. Hartley acknowledged his 20-year tenure 
on the commission. He expressed his confidence in the 
current commission as the reason for the timing of his 
resignation. 

"Currently the commission is full of very 
qualified members," Hartley wrote. "The Commission 
will be in very capable hands." 

Doubrava echoed the praise of Hartley by the 
other commissioners, saying, "[He's a] good engineer - 
didn't say a lot, but when he did, it mattered." 

In other business, the commission issued a 
Negative determination on the Request for Determination 
of Applicability filed by Dean and Carole Burpee to 
rebuild a deck off their home at 52 West Avenue. 
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received a Negative determination. 

Schneider also represented Joseph and Caroline 
Sheehan for their Notice of Intent to construct a 12-foot 


by 32-foot in-ground swimming pool at 17 Nokomis 
Road. The commission had asked that a fence, currently 
required by the Board of Health, be added to the plan; 
the applicants complied. In addition, in issuing the Order 
of Conditions, the commission required that the owners 
install siltation fence and the pool drainage be plumbed 
so that treated water cannot be discharged into the 
wetlands. 


The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for February 27 at 7:00 pm at 
the Marion Town House.

Holmes' RDA to add a 218 square-foot three-season 
addition at 31 Beach Street, as well as a 771 square-foot 
deck and a 785 square-foot garage.

Sippican School needs the increased support. 

During the discussion of the first draft of the 
proposed fiscal 2020 school budget. School Committee 
member April Rios called a reduction in that grade a 
"recipe for disaster." 

"I have a lot of concerns," Rios said. "I know, 
my child is in third grade currently, and I know some of 
the different situations that have arised (sic)." Rios cited 
an increase in new "issues" arising from an increase in 
population at Sippican School. "Knowing what I know, I 
just don't agree with it or like it." 

But without that additional special education 
teacher. Principal Lyn Rivet suggested, there would be 
no way to serve an influx in children who require special 
education. 

"As we've gotten our direction from the Town 
and trying to stay within the budget," said White, ... 

"we have to live within these numbers and move things 
around and do something different somewhere else." 

Rios suggested the committee and administration 
should further educate the Town officials on the changing 
needs of Sippican School and "what that looks like and 
how that affects the classroom." She added, "It's not the 
same." 

School Committee member Kate Houdelette said, 
although she understands the concerns Rios has, "You get 
stuck: you can't add another head. ... It is such a careful 
balance when you can't add another head." Houdelette 
continued, "1100 percent agree with your concerns, but 
on the flip side. I'm concerned about the other things. ... It 
is a no-win situation at this point." 

White said, as far as class size and where it stands 
right now at under 25 students per class, as that starts to 
exceed 25, "I think we have a much better case to go to the 
Town and start to ask for additional ... support wherever 
it may be, but it's harder enough to do that when we're 
sitting at the numbers we are with our class sizes, so 
trying to make that case is more difficult at this present 
time." 

The general education budget is down for next 
year by $59,400, while special education is up $188,024 for 
a total budget increase of $106,792 over last year's budget.

Life After Flash. A documentary featuring Sam J. 

Jones and Melody Anderson. Directed by Lisa Downs. 
Running time: 95 minutes. No MPA A rating. Available 
on streaming services starting February 26. 

As a child of the '80s, I found one thing in 
particular (aside from the obvious two or three dozen) 
galling about Bohemian Rhapsody : There was no mention 
of Queen's pop-transcendent score for Flash Gordon. It 
was the ideal meeting of hyperbolic sound and hyperbolic 
image. In Life After Flash , an otherwise run-of-the-mill 
documentary of the sort you might find as a special 
feature on a Blu-ray, we see Brian May talking about his 
and Freddie Mercury's contributions to the soundtrack; 
then, sitting at his piano, he pecks out some notes from 
"Flash's Theme," and the whole campy, cocaine-dusty, 
LSD-colorful movie came rushing back at me on a silver 
surfboard of nostalgia. Flash! Aah-aaah! He'll save every one 
of us! 

I am not a big enough fan (of Flash Gordon or most 
anything) to be one of the people seen at conventions in 
Life After Flash waiting in line to get things signed by Sam 
J. Jones, who played Flash in the 1980 film and who serves 
here as the documentary's sometime focus (and one of 
its producers, let's note). But the movie occupies a large, 
awkward part of my heart, and it's warm in there. And I 
stand with these fans in spirit. They respond to the film's 
lavish design, its straight-faced embrace of its own wide- 
eyed all-American-boy ethos, its loudness in all aspects. 
There's something glittery and Studio Fifty-Foursy about 
its glamorous, De Mille-on-poppers aesthetic, and it takes 
a certain taste to respond to that. I can imagine some (not 
all) Star Wars fans, the humorless ones, considering Flash 
Gordon in its efflorescent peacock feathers "stupid" or 

"gay-" 

Our nominal subject, Sam J. Jones, is seen getting 
up early in the morning to go to some convention or 
another. As an actor whose career flatlined in the early 
'90s, Jones went through a dark night of the soul, alluded 
to here (adultery, drugs), and came out the other side 
humbled and thankful to Jesus. (The movie presents 
Jones' re-commitment to his faith as something that 
helped him, but it doesn't feel like a recruitment film.) A 
former Marine and current CEO of a security company 



that helps VIPs safely across the border from the U.S. 
to Mexico, Jones has pretty solid authority in his voice, 
even when he's fine-tuning his displays at conventions 
with volunteers. Famously, that voice was dubbed in 
Flash Gordon by another actor, but not because, as some 
(like me) thought, Jones' line delivery was bad — it was 
because he got into it with the film's producer Dino De 
Laurentiis, who essentially kicked Jones off the movie 
before Jones could record his lines in ADR. 

The documentary, though, never stays with 
Jones for very long; it keeps drifting off to talk to 
Melody Anderson (Dale Arden), or Richard O'Brien, or, 
predictably hilariously, Brian Blessed, as well as various 
fans or fans-turned-professionals. This is when the movie 
most feels like a special feature (perhaps on a 40th- 
anniversary Blu-ray next year). The frequent anecdotes 
about the film's production make it seem that a better title 
would be Life During Flash , and a good deal of the talking 
heads seem to be filmed at conventions — many at the 
same convention, the Alamo City Comic Con. You can 
almost hear the camera people as they browse the semi- 
famous or geek-famous faces on the convention floor: 
"Hey, there's Jason Mewes! Let's see if we can get him to 
say anything about Flash GordonV' 

Ultimately, Life After Flash isn't enough about 
Jones to pass muster as a portrait of him, and not enough 
about the production to be an engaging making-of film. 

I don't begrudge the interviews with Anderson, Topol, 
or any of the other Flash Gordon participants (Max von 
Sydow would've been a great "get," though) — perhaps 
the most freely entertaining footage is just Anderson (now 
a therapist specializing in trauma). Blessed, and Flash 
director Mike Hodges shooting the breeze and laughing. 
But their presence also steals Jones' thunder in what 
structurally seems to want to be his movie. Then again, 
Jones talks a lot about humility and the importance of 
the it's-not-all-about-you ethos, so maybe sharing the 
spotlight was his idea. He is, after all, just a man. With a 
man's courage.
